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(57) Abstract: In accordance with the invention (Fig. 1A), a video frame interaction application, resident on the viewer interaction 
platform (13), allows a viewer to select specific frames from the video content, as it is broadcast and stores these frames in the 
memory of the viewer interaction platform. If the viewer interaction platform has limited memory, an Internet link to the image can 
be saved. The frames are chosen by activating an entry key on the viewer interaction platform. The user selection is either sent to 
the Website (12) for immediate retrieval of the selected frame, or alternatively, the requested linked is saved for later access to the 
Website. The Website, upon request, sends the selected frame to the video frame interaction application which allows the viewer to 
access the pixel objects and link to other resource platforms. 
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
